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Nikita’s Blueprint: 
Continued Struggle 


Soviet Premier Khrushchev arrived 
in New York yesterday for the second 
round of the most intensive personal 
propaganda campaign of a career studded 
with skillful performances. He has built 
up an atmosphere for maximum effec- 
tiveness, whether or not he has a dis- 
armament proposal which is any im- 
provement over those of the past. 

Meanwhile, Secretary of State Her- 
ter told the United Nations yesterday 
that the United States is ready and will- 
ing—as it has been in the past—to work 
toward any sensible way of controlling 
the arms race in order “to prevent it 
from exploding into nuclear conflict.” 
As did Khrushchev in Washington Wed- 
nesday and as has President Eisenhower 
on many occasions, the secretary agreed 
that such a conflict could “destroy us 
all.” 

As for disarmament itself, the United 
States and the majority of the United 
Nations have approved plans which are 
workable. The Soviet Union has refused 
them. Moscow's offers, like so many 
other proposals, have been for disarma- 
ment without effective controls or en- 
forcement. They are, as are Khru- 
shchev’s terms for “peaceful coexistence,” 
a blueprint on Soviet terms which is 
loaded with danger for the West. 

Thus far, indeed, Khrushchev has 
been frank and unbending. Whatever 
can be said of his performance and his 
charm, he has made it quite clear that 
Communist objectives are and will re- 
main the same—continued conflict with 
the West in every field of endeavor with 
the eventual aim of victory for world 
communism. He has challenged our sys- 
tem, our way of life and our very exist- 
ence. 

What is so striking about it all is his 
absolute conviction and his confidence 
that communism is winning and will gain 
complete victory—without war. He asks 
us to help him win by accepting his terms 
and by elimination of all “discrimina- 
tion” in trade. 

Even though we have given Khru- 
shchev the greatest opportunity ever 
given a Communist leader to further 
the Soviet’s propaganda aims, some good 
will come of it if we understand just 
what he is saying. Even if war can be 
avoided, he has told us that the com- 
petitive struggle will continue in all 
fields—economic, ideological, in educa- 
tion and science. 

Can we win in this competition? 
Khrushchev thinks not. We must prove 
him wrong.

New Deal Is Launched 
For Our Mentally Ill 


Dr. Irville H. MacKinnon is making a 
sensible approach to his duties as su- 
perintendent of the Milledgeville State 
Hospital. 

His actions and statements in his first 
day in the position made it clear that he 
by no means believes in a bull-like rush 
to change everything overnight. 

But he has shown a quick under- 
standing of some of the problems 
plaguing the institution. Indications are 
that he is working toward solutions with 
the view of effecting them as soon as 
possible. The situation demands that 
every effort be made to avoid needless 
delays. 

Especially encouraging was Dr. Mac- 
Kinnon’s announcement that immediate 
plans are in the works for a program 
to provide psychiatric training to medi- 
cal students and to add three psychia- 
trists to the hospital’s short-handed 
staff. These moves will go far toward 
improving matters at the institution. 

He is quite right, too, in concentrating 
on the hospital itself and leaving the de- 
bate over creation of a separate depart- 
ment of mental health to others. 

Better treatment of patients should 
be the goal placed above all else. Dr. 
MacKinnon deserves the best wishes and 
wholehearted support of all Georgians in 
doing everything within his power to see 
that such care of patients is provided.

Road Building Reforms 
Deserve Top Priority 


The Governor’s Commission on Econ- 
omy and Reorganization. reportedly is 
coming up with recommendations on road 
building which should make for more 
realistic and intelligent use of highway 
funds. No doubt some of them will run 
into political opposition but certainly past 
experience indicates there is room for 
vast improvement. 

Should the commission recommend 
abolition of county contracts — as many 
others have done in the past, including a 
recently retired member of the State 
Highway Board—the howls will be loud. 
But it has been established rather well 
that this is an expensive method of road 
building and open to wide abuses. 

Abolishing county contracts certainly 
would not mean an end to the rural road 
program. But control of types of roads 
and consideration for maintenance of 
highways built with state funds should be 
a state function. Outright grants with 
no strings attached have proved ex- 
tremely wasteful. 

Other proposals being talked about 
such as allowing cities to share in state 
refunds of gasoline taxes will be contro- 
versial. But we have yet to see an in- 
telligent argument as to why taxpayers 
who live in cities should not get an equal 
break on tax refunds. They are building 
roads for everybody else and yet are 
barred from help with their own. 

It will be interesting to see just what 
the commission finally proposes. The con- 
ditions which resulted in chaotic road 
building still exist and should be cor- 
rected.

City Motorcycle Squad 


Really Means Business 


The 183 traffic cases booked in eight 
hours by 15 motorcycle officers on the 
first day they were relieved from in- 
tersection duty serve as a potent sample 
of things to come in Atlanta’s beefed-up 
enforcement program. 

In all 503 cases involving hazardous 
moving violations were booked by police, 
nearly 200 more than were recorded the 
corresponding day last year. 

Six additional policemen manned mo- 
torcycles yesterday, bringing the special 
squad up to full strength in ample time 
for duty on Friday and Saturday—the 
two days of the week that usually are 
the most gory on Atlanta streets. 

In addition to patroling regularly as- 
signed beats, each member of the motor- 
cycle team is expected to devote part of 
his time to the expressways. They will 
be on the lookout for violations of all 
kinds, ranging from speeding to creep- 
ing along at such a pace as to impede 
the normal flow of traffic. 

The full-scale operation, made possi- 
ble by the assignment of other. policemen 
on an overtime basis to duty at intersec- 
tions, represents one of the best invest- 
ments the city could possibly make. The 
deterrent effect alone should prove in- 
valuable. 

Such concentration on enforcement 
has every indication of becoming an ef- 
fective means of reducing the staggering 
rate of accidents here, cutting down on 
property damage and—most important of 
all—saving lives.

Limit on Governors’ Terms 
Can Stint Their Potential 


Both Georgia and Alabama now forbid governors to serve two 
consecutive terms. After four years, the man who sits in the gov- 


ernor’s chair is out — for at least one term, anyway. 


The men he 


has appoinied to fill the top administrative posts usually are out 
also. The program and work he has started may be suddenly 


changed or dropped altogether. 

Many states have this limitation 
of terms for governors. It is im- 
posed to prevent one man from 
becoming too powerful, but in 
practice there are signs that the 
evils created are greater than the 
good. 

If the states take the federal 
government as a model, they can 
find no support for this practice 
of limitation. The president is 
limited now to two terms, but this 
rule is of fairly recent origin and 
is expected to be repealed soon. 

Is it practical to kick a man out 
of office after only four years if 
he is doing a good job and the 
people of the state wish him to 


. continue? 


A good governor ‘is hard to find 
and four years is a very short 
period in which to initiate and 
carry out extensive programs 
which are sometimes necessary 
to correct ills in a state. The suc- 
cessor May scrap a program that 
has cost millions of dollars. He 
almost surely will put men of his 
own choosing in the high posts of 
government, ‘ousting men who 
have probably just become ex- 
perienced enough to do _ their 
duties properly. 

If a governor has not ee sat- 
isfactory, the people have’ a. 


chance to vote him out of office. 
But to arbitrarily eut in on a man 
—frequently young and diligent~ 


who is doing a good job and in- 
terrupt his work for at least four 
years seems unnecessary and 
wasteful. 

Another evil is that as soon as 
a governor is elected in Georgia 
or Alabama, speculation starts on 
who will succeed him. If there 
were a chance he could succeed 
himself, there would probably be 
less politics played by aspiring 
candidates. 

A limit of two terms would be 
effective as a halter on an overly 
ambitious governor. Yet it would 
not severely penalize the man 
‘who deserved the job for consecu- 
tive terms in order to properly 
carry out his program. 

Another very important point is 
that voters have short memories 
and the governor who is bad may 
be in strong disfavor at the end of 
his term only to return several 
years later when feeling against 
his deeds has died down and win 
re-election, 

The good governor, on the other 
hand, is handicapped by this 
same point. Four years later, his 
accomplishments will not be re- 
membered as well.

WASHINGTON — Why not be beastly to 
Khrushchev, the visiting Soviet dictator? There 
are two reasons why not. And only one of these 


—the first—has the slightest resemblance to the official reasons 
being given publicly by very high American officials. First of all, 
nastiness to Khrushchev is barred by the simple fact that our 
President has asked him to come here. 


Boorishness, petty, ugly, street- 
corner, tough-guyness is out of 
bounds for decent and grownup 
people everywhere. To say that 
this kind of conduct is “‘not Amer- 
ican” is surely to say a poor 
thing. It is pompous and offensive 
to suggest that only “Americans” 
have standards as to what is and 
what is not done. 


For the widespread human fact 
and condition is simply this: Dis- 
orderly demonstrations against 
any kind of invited guest any- 
where, any time, reflect only 
upon those who commit such ill- 
bred nonsense. Only big men (and 
nations) can afford to be courte- 
ous—which usually means, really, 
to be unafraid. Only the little 
among nations and among men 
need to show this fellow or that 
fellow where he gets off. The big 
and the secure know where they 
stand—and where others stand, 
too. 


But it is the second reason for 
not being yude to Khrushchev — 
the reason never even whispered 
officially — that is the main 
theme of this piece. The first rea- 
son, after all, is only gentleman- 
liness — and many people believe 
that gentlemanliness is only an- 
other word for sissiness. But the 
second reason, which is the guts 
of it all, should impress even the 
most “‘practical.”’

Where Is Mr. K.’s 


Freedomof Choice? 


WASHINGTON—Here is one thing Premier 
to President Eisenhower 
either in these words or others just like them: 
and 
competition we will beat you at your 
goods. 


Khrushchev will say 


“I’m for peaceful competition 
producing you in consumer 
better life than yours. 

‘‘When the workers of the world 
see how well Soviet people live 
under communism they will just 
naturally come over to our side. 
It will require no force.”’ 

Now that the Soviet premier is 
in our midst, there is no better 
time to examine his thesis. Its 
ingredients are these: 

Khrushchev says communism is 
best because before long it will 


produce ‘‘a better life’’ for its 
people. 
He predicts that people the 


world over will choose commu- 
nism when they see Russia’s con- 
sumer goods. 

He promises that “force” will 
not be used, that ‘‘the workers’”’ 
will be free to choose voluntarily. 

This is a welcome challenge. 
But we of the West, we of the non- 
Communist world, must raise two 
questions: 

Furthermore, has the Soviet Un- 
jon ever permitted people a free 
choice between communism and 


.non-communism wherever they 


could deny that choice? 

Is the difference between. the 
Communist world and the non- 
Communist world primarily a mat- 
ter of ‘“‘more consumer goods?”’ 

Under Stalin the Soviets en- 
tered ‘into nonaggression pacts 
with Estonia, Latvia, and Lithu- 
yania and then forcibly incorporat- 
ed these countries into the Soviet 


if you'll join us in peaceful 
own game. How? By out- 
We will give our people a 


Union without “‘letting the people 
decide.”’ 

Under Khrushchev the Soviets 
have acted to prevent the people 
of Poland from deciding wheth- 
er they wanted communism or 
not, used tanks to deny the Hun- 
garians their opportunity ‘‘to de- 
cide’ for themselves and have re- 
fused to permit the East Ger- 
mans to have free elections to de- 
cide for or against a Communist 
regime. 

Yes, there have been 
tions” in East Germany, Hun- 
gary, Poland, and Russia. But 
when Communists permit no op- 
position party, no opposition 
candidates and the election of no 
alternative government, that, to 
non-Communists, is not ‘“‘letting 
the people decide.” If that is 
what Mr. K. means in offering his 
challenge ‘‘to let the people de- 
cide,” most free people will not 
be taken in. 

Perhaps Soviet communism will 
sometime produce more consum- 
er goods than we do. It’s argu- 
able: no one can predict for sure. 
But the choice for people who are 
free.to choose is not just over the 
th ba of consumer goods; it is 
over the amount of individual free- 
dom plus consumer goods. That's 
what the American system has to 
offer — a free society and self- 
government and good economic 
conditions.

Aries Says 


Racial discrimination is hurt- 
ing our national economy and 
theratening our international rela- 
tionships, said Dr. Leonard Aries 
in his first visit to Atlanta as vice 
president of the National Council 
of Christians and Jews. 


.. Speaking to members of the 
| Atlanta CCJ, Dr. Aries quoted 
Economist Elmer Roper'’s state- 
‘ment that “the foamy luxury of 
discrimination costs the _ United 
States $30 billion a year.’ 


Discrimination causes employ- 
ers to lose sight of the real ob- 
jectives in hiring, said Dr. Aries. 
“It also destroys the incentive of 
minority groups to develop their 
talents.” 


“‘How many scientists are we 
burying through racial discrim- 
ination?’* is a question which 
Americans should ask themselves, 
Dr. Aries told the group. 


Citing Little Rock as an ex- 
ample, he said that industry does 
not want to ‘‘come into or ex- 
pand”’ in areas of racial tension. 


Advocating education as _ the 
most effective way to end dis- 
crimination, Dr. Aries pointed 
to the effectiveness of they outh 
workshops and exchange pro- 
grams, the clergy institutes and 
the employer-employe workshops 
sponsored by the National Council 
of Christians and Jews. 


The outstanding achievement of 
the NCCJ, during its first 31 
vears, said Dr. Aries, “has been 
to create a greater awareness of 
the golden rule.”

WASHINGTON—Paul M. Butler 
said Thursday that the Demo- 
cratic Party would claim a 
“‘substantial” share of the credit 
in 1960 for passage of this year’s 
labor bill. 


The Democratic national chair- 
man told a news conference that, 
despite organized labor’s attacks 
on the bill, he believed George 
Meany’s ‘“‘disenchantment” with 
the Democratic Party would evap- 
orate before the record to be 
made by the 1960 session of the 
Democratic Congress. 


PROBLEM ‘DELICATE’ 


Meany, president of the AFL- 
CIO, suggested recently that in 
view of the Democratic voting 
record on the labor bill, organized 
labor might break its long alli- 
ance with the Democratic Party. 


Labor criticism of the bill 
arises not from its anti-racket- 
eering provisions but from amend- 
ments to the Taft-Hartley Act, 
which labor leaders say will 
make organizing much more dif- 
ficult than in the past, particular- 
ly in the South. 


This presents a delicate politi- 
cal problem for the Democrats, 
who have courted labor for years 
by blaming the Republican 80th 
Congress for the Taft-Hartley Act 
and making campaign-platform 
pledges to modify it to labor's 
benefit. 


HAS TO LIVE WITH IT 


The Democratic Congress hav- | 
ing produced a bill that AFL-CIO | 
spokesmen say is ‘“‘worse than 
Taft-Hartley,” the party has to 
live with it through the 1960 cam- 
paign. 


The strategy is to capitalize on 
the general public delusion that 
it is merely an anti-racketeering 
measure while trying to persuade 
labor leaders that Democrats 
fought against a Republican 
President to soften the Taft- 
Hartley amendments.

WASHINGTON (®#—Follow- 
tng is a transcript of the por- 
tions of President Eisenhower's 
mews conference bearing on 
the visit of Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev: 


MERRIMAN SMITH, United 
Press International — Mr. Presi- 
dent, naturally, sir, we are all 
very interested in your personal 
impressions of Mr. Khrushchev; 
but more particularly I would like 
to ask whether, from your conver- 
sations with him thus far, and 
from your knowledge of his state- 
ments that he has made since he 
has been in this country, do you 
see any concrete evidence of a 
change in his position on the 
issues that have been dividing the 
East and West? : 

A. Well, I think, Mr. Smith, it 
is a little bit early to talk about 
these things in detail. Mr. Khrush- 
chev’s .attitude has been ex- 
tremely friendly, but he, so far— 
all the conversations have been 


confined to, let’s say, agreeing on | 


agenda items and to a restate- 
ment of general positions. 


So I think that until after the 
conferences at Camp David have 
been held, it would be both un- 
desirable and unwise to say much 
more about them. 


I repeat that so far as manner 
and deportment is concernéd, his 
whole attitude is one of seeking 
some kind of a position that 
should be, could be, agreed.

There is no secret about it for 
my part, except that we did 
agree that there was no reason 
for specifying, because to specify 
so limited it, and there could be 
a number of questions that could 
come up in any case. 


DISARMAMENT VIEWS — 


McGAFFIN—Mr. President, Mr. 
Khrushchev has said that he is 
going to make a proposal on dis- 
armament at the United Nations. 
You have expressed your views 
before many times on the basic 
essentials of any disarmament 
agreement which we could seri- 
ously consider. Could you restate 
those for us at this point? 


A. Well, of course the basic 
principle is that we are of the 
conviction, first of all, that mu- 
tual disarmament, universal dis- 
armament, is really the one great 
hope of the world living in peace 
in the future years, We believe 
that no disarmament proposal can 
be considered as a practical one 
or as being contributory to prog- 
ress toward peace, unless it is 
self-enforcing, unless there is a 
regulatory kind of action that 
makes sute that everybody knows 
that the agreement is being ob- 
served. 


Now within these two, within 
this particular limitation and the 
other one, that disarmament is 
mutual and equivalent or fair to 
both sides, we have no particular 
special plan, I mean no condi- 
tions to apply, because we have 
proposed several times general 
plans and special plans that we 
thought would have some effect, 
or at least constitute a small 
step toward the ultimate objec- 


-| tive. But within the limits that 


I just specified, we will talk about 
anything. 
PSYCHOLOGICAL DISARMING 


LAMBERT BROSE, Lutheran 
Layman—Mr. President, with mil- 
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lions of Americans seeing Mr. 
Khrushchev on TV, and noting his 
apparent conviction and sincerity 


when he speaks, and also at times. 


his friendliness, warmth of per- 
sonality, do you think that some 
Americans might get the idea, 
well, he is a pretty good fellow 
after all, and perhaps insidiously 
their general feeling of opposition 
to the whole idea of communism 
might become weak, and that they 
might become psychologically dis- 
armed? 


A. Well, I think our whole 
civilization, the whole theory of 
free government, is based upon 
the right of anyone to present 
his views in any way he pleases 
to the American public. 


I think the American public is 
strong enough to see and hear 
this man or any other man, and 
capable of making their own de- 
cisions, 


Now, after all, when you are 
talking about communism versus 
freedom, you are talking the very, 
down at the very depths of con- 
viction in the hearts of free men, 
and I do not believe that master 
debaters or great appearances of 
sincerity or anything else are 
going to fool the American people 
long. 


EDWARD T. FOLLIARD, Wash- 
ington Post—Mr. President, from 
time to time you have said that 
there is no alternative to peace, 
that a great war would be stupid, 
crazy. Mr. Khrushchev seems to 
be talking pretty much along the 
same line. 


Do you think he really shares 
your horror of a great war? 


SEES AGREEMENT 


A. Frankly, I believe that is 
the one thing that he does agree 
with us very fully. But you must 
remember what kind of a govern- 
ment we are and how respon- 
sive that government is to peo- 
ple, and people are the ones that 
are responsible for this great 
feeling of horror against this use- 
less destruction. 


So the mere fact that you agree 
with some particular obvious 
truth of this kind of the futility 
of committing mutual suicide, or 
something of that kind, the fact 
is .that there is still room for a 
lot of misunderstanding, a lot of 
miscalculation which could be 
very serious. 


But I must say that the mis- 
understanding of this one great 
truth is, you might say, in this 
temporal field we are talking 


about now, is sort of the begin- 
ning of all wisdom. 


CHARLES H. MOHR, Time 
Magazine—Mr. President, in ref- 
erence to an earlier question, Mr. 
President, do you think that the 
fact that you are going to be al- 
lowed to go to the Soviet Union 
and speak in public to a people 
who seldom have much free inter- 
change and to be seen by them 
as a representative of freedom 
means that we are getting the 
best of this bargain on the ex- 
change, and do you also think 
that the Soviet government can 
continue unscathed during a long 
period of free exchanges of this 
kind? 

‘KNOW THE TRUTH’ 


A. Well, I think I have a great 
deal of faith in that one Biblical 
reference somewhere, where it 
says “‘Know the truth and the 
truth shall make you free.” 


Now we have here a system 
of government, it is a system of 
government, and there is no 
question that at least the dedi- 
cated Communists believe in 
thoroughly. They believe it is a 
step, it’s a progressive step in the 
long march of civilization. We do 
not. We do not have a real sys- 
tem; we have a way of life. 


We are concerned in giving 
every individual the maximum 
freedom to develop himself, and 
the government is really a help, 
not the complete director of the 
individual. 

So, since we believe that that 
feeling for freedom, that respect 
for freedom, love of freedom, is 
instinctive in men, we do think 
that the systematized order that 
is observed in Russia is a step 
backward, not forward. 


Now Mr. Khrushchev believes 
that as one form of government 
has succeeded another in this 
world, he calls it socialism, but 
socialism or communism is the 
next step, and a progressive one. 
And, now whether or not my 
going there will help or will, 
let’s say stimulate thinking of 


people in that region along the 


lines that we believe in, I can’t 
say. 


But I do believe that in the 
long march of time, he is always 
saying about history is going to 
decide between us, I believe his- 
tory, in the long run, is going to 
decide in favor of the free 


system. 


E. W. KENWORTHY, New 
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| York Times—Mr. President, there 


have been reports that you will 
suggest to Mr. Khrushchev a 
joint effort, a joint attack’ on the 
problems of underdeveloped coun- 
tries. Are these reports true? 


A. No. I am not—no, that isn’t 
exactly it. I have talked in a 
number of nations about the re- 
sponsibility of civilization to see 
that these undeveloped and newly 
formed nations are helped, be- 
cause this is a matter of self- 
interest for civilization; that un- 


less these things are done, I be-. 


lieve that finally the ferment, the 
resentment, and finally the anger 
of such people can set up a very 
great global struggle. 


Now, as of now the United 
States is a party to a number of 
international organizations that 
are devoted to this purpose, the 
World Bank and the development 
association, which is to be a part 
of that bank, under the bank, the 
monetary fund, the X-M bank 
and a number of other things, 
and I have suggested that each 
of the nations ought to take and 
study—I asked, specifically I 
asked the head of each of the 
governments that I just visited 
recently to study—the matter of 
cooperation in this matter, so 
that each could take its share of 
the load. 


UNTIL SOLUTION 


Now, until there i> some kind 
of peaceful solution of the politi- 
cal differences between ourselves 
and the Soviets, it manifest 
that we couldn't ask them to be 
partners in any kind of exercise 
of this kind. 


MARVIN L. ARROWSMITH, 
Associated Press—Mr. President, 
do you have any comment on the 
public reception that Mr. Khru- 
shchey has received in this 
country so far? 


A. No, not particularly. There 
was, I thought there were very 
large crowds out. There were 
people that were naturally in- 
terested in seeing this person, 
this individual, the head of a 
government, and a man whose 
name has been a great deal in 
the headlines.

But to my mind they did show 
a certain reservation, which is 
only natural, because all of us 
have had questions about this 
whole world situation that causes 
uneasiness, and I just do not be- 
lieve that any extreme convic- 
tion ought to be expressed one 
way or the other. 


SARAH McCLENDON, El Paso 
Times—Mr. President, sir, a lot 
of people are discussing Mr.

HESITATE TO SAY 


A. Well, I would hesitate to say 
I would attack anything in that 
country, for this simple reason. 


I believe the best way to pre- 
sent a message, if you have it, 
is to try to do it constructively, 
to show what America is inter- 
ested in, what we would like to 
see the world be and what we 
think the issues are that we think 
are important, and the principles 
that are important. 


I would not think it profitable, 
even if, humanly, once in a while 
you would like to take that line, 
I think it would not be profitable 
to be in a position of attackifg.

I said, I think in a speech and 
in my original letters, that we 
would not negotiate on matters 
affecting third countries or any 
part of the free world. I said 
my allies, I believe I said, or 
any party of the free world. 


Now, manifestly, you cannot 
have a conversation between the 
Soviet government and this gov- 
ernment that does not mention 
and discuss other countries. You 
have to. So I think there is some 
misunderstanding brought about 
by inadvertence. No. There is no 
such agreement, because we have 
to do it. 


RESTON—We would be right 
then in inferring that questions 
such as Laos and Germany of 
course would be discussed at 
Camp David? 


A. Well, if we don’t discuss 
Berlin, for example, I would have 
difficulty in seeing why we got 
together. No, of course we have 
to talk about them.

News—Mr. President, sir, at the 
same meeting between Premier 
Khrushchev and the members of 
the foreign relations committee, 
one of the Soviet officials said 
that the State department's pro- 
posed new draft of a program 
for mutual exchange in the cul- 
tural and personal exchange field 
with Russia was being scaled 
down by our side.

From early morning breakfast 
to the evening meal a wise 
homemaker knows the better 
the meal the better the family. 
First in view is the nutritional 
aspect. It’s well known that a 
good breakfast keeps school- 
children at their best so that 
learning is easier. It keeps the 
man of the house more alert on 
the job, and it combats fatigue 
in a mother’s household duties. 


Cooks should also be con- 
cerned about the disposition of 
family members. When the din- 
ner bell rings everyone auto- 
matically hopes for his favorite 
dish. If there is a delectable one 
at his place his joy is com- 
pleted. If there is only food 
there disappointment puts a 
damper on the meal. 


In speaking of better meals 
building better families the 
homemaker should realize that a 
meal can be exciting without 
being expensive. For example 
the meat stew can be made 
from the cheaper cuts or it can 
utilize. leftovers from the day 
before. Meals that may become 
ordinary can be spiced up. For 
example a baked ham is flat- 
tered with mustard pears. With 
something new added the meal 
takes on new character.
